for the company's funds, and at the 
same time the old arrangement for a 
personal treasurer to be appointed and 
required to give bonds is retained, but 
without any limitation upon the sal­ 
ary that might be paid him by 
the 
board. 
W hile such treasurer would be 
required to deposit the money in the 
bank selected, still unless he was in­ 
terested in such bank friction might 
arise between them, seeing that he 
and not 
the bank 
would 
be under 
heavy bonds for the safety of 
the 
money. 
Of 
course, the board might 
select the depository first and 
then 
appoint one of the officers of the se­ 
lected bank as treasurer, stipulating 
with him that he will serve without 
salary and requiring him to furnish 
ample security; but the matter should 
have been definitely arranged in 
the 
by-law’s in some form or other. 
How­ 
ever, no trouble need be anticipated 
over the matter, if it, is started right.
